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PREFACE. 



In presenting this manual to the public, it is 
but just to say that the plan of it is the same as 
that adopted by Fisk and Allen, in their Questions 
upon the Scriptures. In the historical parts of 
Scripture, there must of course be a great uniform 
mitv in all questions upon the same texts. The 
autnor's own experience had taught him, before 
either of the above works had fallen into his hands, 
that questions requiring for answers the exact lan- 
guage of scripture, did not give that exercise to 
the scholar's mind which was desirable. This 
led him to adopt another mode, viz. to give out 
chapters, and ask such questions as were calculat- 
ed to lead the scholar to a right understanding 
of the passage. But ^is was found to be some- 
what discouraging, as the exact questions could 
not be anticipatedby the scholar. This led him 
to the thought of preparing something adapted to 
the wants of our schools. 

With the approbation and advice of his brethren, 
he has tmdertaken this work. He has followed 
in many respects the judicious arrangement of 
Allen, but has deviated so far as to adapt the work 
to our views. He has labored to exhibit the cha- 
racter of Gk)d, and his design in the kingdom of 
^ce, more fully than in any work that has fallen 
into his hands. He has also endeavored to exhi- 
bit some of the evidence of divine revelation, that 
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in this affe of infidelity, the young mind might be 
furnished in some degree with an antidote against 
the poison of skepticism. This little work, in con- 
nection with the "Primary Questions,'* by the same 
author, just published, will, it is hoped, supply the 
wants of our schools, and give a new impulse to 
the study of the Scriptures by our children and 
youth. 

^^ Map of Palestine is added, that the scholar 
may see the relative situation of the places where 
the leading events of the life of Christ occurred. 
The questions to be answered from the map are 
interspersed with the other questions, but can be 
easily distinguished by the sense. To those who 
are not acauainted with maps, we will say, that 
the particular situation of the place is to be deter- 
mined by the small cypher which is found near 
the name. 

The plan of this work will be easily understood. 
The scriptures referred to are generally placed at 
the head of each lesson. The figures at the left 
hand denote the verse of the first scripture at the 
head of the lesson. When one verse or more is 
set down, all the questions in the larger type are 
to be answered from that verse until another is 
mentioned. Wlien any other scripture is brought 
in to confirm or illustrate the subject, the refer- 
ence is found at the right hand of the questions ; 
and in those lessons which have no scripture 
placed at the head, when one verse or chapter is 
referred to, that will answer all the questions in 
the large type, until some other scripture is men- 
tioned. 

The questions in sm^ type are more difficult 
ia their nature, and generally liiaye no iei«t%TL<cA 



to guide the scholar. The writer has endeavored 
to make these questions somewhat inductive, hut 
at ihe same time leaving them in such a manner 
as to exercise Uie judgment of the learner. 

The scholar or teacher who needs anv assis* 
tance, is referred to any Commentary pn tne New 
Testament, or Sacred Geogranhy ; particularly 
would we recommend Clarke's i^otes on the New 
Testament, and Parish's Sacred Geography. In 
order to carry into execution the plan of this work, 
we would recommend to the teachers to meet once 
a week, that they may instruct each other, partic- 
ularlv on the Questions in small type. Or the 
teadrers and others would do well to fonn them- 
selves into a Bible Class, and meet with their 
pastor or some person well versed in the Scrip- 
tures, when the Questions in small type would 
furnish proper suDJects for their consideration. 
The pastor by instructinfi^ the teachers would ena- 
ble tnem to explain to their pupils whatever they 
could not understand. Thus the knowledge com<* 
municated by the clergyman would immediately 
be imparted to the chilaren throughout his parish. 

That this little manual may prove instrumental 
in promoting the cause of pure and undefiled re- 
ligion, is the sincere prayer of
